Home Missions Superintendent’s Report 


CANADA DISTRICT 1946 


According to the latest reports 
available there are 400,498 Luther- 
ans in Canada. About one half, or 
200,186 are found in Lutheran 
Churches. 

The present membership of our 
own Church in Canada is 13,357 
souls. Of these 8,907 are confirmed. 
Our net gain for 1945 was 168. There 
are 51 parishes and 42 pastors. Of 
the 51 parishes 29 are receiving home 
mission aid. 

I have visited nineteen of the 29 
home mission parishes the past year. 
In 24 of the parishes visited definite 
self-support salary scales have been 
set up. Suggested scales have been 
set up for the other parishes. If these 


there was 1.69 contributed per con¬ 
firmed member. The average of the 
Church was 3.04. However, the new 
allocation calls for 1.63. The alloca- 
tion to the Church at large was 2.21 
until 1947. It is this last named figure 
that we have been trying to set up 
for the congregations as we have pre- 
sented the increased budget scales at 
the same time as the increased salary 
scales. If we could increase our bud¬ 
get contributions $5,000.00 each year, 
and decrease our home mission sQp- 
port by the same amount, which we 
will do if we can follow the scale Set¬ 
up, we should be self-supporting in 
five years. Many think it will take at 
least a generation to accomplish our

average of $203.00. There will still 
be eight home mission pastors receiv¬ 
ing less or the exact amount of our 
$1,600.00 minimum. It would take 
exactly $1,000.00 to increase all 
home mission pastors to a minimum 
of $1,600.00. The above increase is 
not too bad when we realize that 14 
home mission pastors received $1,500 
or less, during the year 1946. 

When it comes to the needs of our 
home mission pastors, it seems that 
the mileage, question is a very live one 
now. Last year it cost our pastors ap- 
proximately an average of $550.00 to 
operate a car. That left about $1,000 
for living expenses. Still, almost to a 
man, they are tithers. The highest 
cost for car operation, among home 
mission pastors, was $952.00. It 
happened, however, that this home 
missionary receives a salary of $1800. 

We are aiming, in Canada, at self- 
support. We plan to approach this 
from two different angles. We are 
striving to increase our contributions 
to the budget at large. The average 
allocation, until 1947, has been about 
1.06 per confirmed member. In 1945 


tion, but it feels that Home Missions 
should rear its own child. No doubt 
Education will adopt it, if it is thrown 
into the arms of a Canadian self- 
supporting church. 

Perhaps our greatest problem is a 
continual decrease of population. In 
Saskatchewan where we have 9,000 
of the 13,000 members there was a 
decrease of population of 72,544 peo- 
ple in the last five years—from 895,- 
992 in 1941, to 823,438 in 1946. I 
have often said that many people in. 
the prairie provinces think more of 
getting to British Columbia (B.C.) 
than to heaven. When I said this one 
time a man spoke up, “That is heav¬ 
en.” What is going to be done is hard 
to tell. Immigration will have to be 
part of the answer. She talks of doub- 
ling her population in this manner. 
No doubt most of it will come from 
across the waters and our partieular 
church will not benefit much by it. 
The ULCA and the ALC churches will 
no doubt benefit from this immigra¬ 
tion. But half of Canada is still un- 
churched. We have 6,000,000 still to 
work on, and we have only thirteen 
thousand of them now. The future 
still is bright.

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Power For This Hour 

TARRY YE 


(The second of a series of articles 
with suggestions for study in the Acts 
of the Apostles for the Christian who 
desires to be a hetter witness in this 
year of evangelism. Anyone interest- 
ed in making a more thorough study 
of the book of Acts should write for 
the correspondence course available 
from the Sunday School by Mail, S.L. 
B.I., Outlook, Sask.) 

The crucified, resurrected and risen 
Christ is our only Savior, our only 
Guide, our only source of victory and 
our only Power for this hour. There 
can be a life connection between the 
King of kings and the sinner. As Hal- 
lesby writes in his book on prayer: 
“The powers of heaven are at our 
disposal. Have we made the proper 
contacts with these powers? Let us 
pray for the Spirit of prayer. He will 
take us into the workshop where the 
power conduits lie. Above the door of 
this room is written: ‘Nothing shall be 
impossible unto you.’ The future of 
the Christian work which is now be- 
ing carried on with such great inten- 
sity does not depend upon curtail- 
ment or reorganization. It depends 
upon whether the Spirit of God can 
persuade us to take up the work of 
prayer.” 

PRAYING CHRISTIANS 

The church today is not a praying 
church, if we are to judge on the ba¬ 
sis of the importance that the aver- 
age church member attaches to group 
prayer. In fact, it is very obvious that 
the average church member today is 
not on speaking terms with the Lord 
of lords. Very many of our churches 
have no weekly prayer meeting, and 
where this assembly of the saints is 
still retained, in all too many cases, 
it is a “weakly” attended service with 
more time being given to some ex- 
hortation by the pastor than to the 
saints wrestling in prayer for the un- 
saved, and for more workers in the 
kingdom. 

If there is to be power of this hour, 
every Christian must again obey the 
command of Jesus Christ . . . “but 
TARRY YE . . . until ye be clothed 
with power from on high.” Study 
Luke 24:45-53. 

After the ascension of Christ, the 
believers assembled in the “upper 
room” for a fellowship and prayer 
meeting that lasted 10 days. This 
practice of meeting for prayer on the 
part of the early Christians was not 
limited to the days between Ascen¬ 
sion and Pentecost. Going through 
the book of Acts, we conclude that 
prayer—both private and collective 
—was basic in the early church. 


tation is a very brief, concise heart- 
felt prayer at the end of each devo- 
tional reading. This arrangement 
brings to the worshipper suitable por- 
tions of the New Testament with a 
descriptive heading. Following this 
method day by day, one reads 
through the New Testament in a 
year. 

This book, then, is in a special 
sense, devotional. It is worth the price 
$1.50—and more.

OPEN BIBLES and OPEN HEARTS 

An open Bible and an open heart 
should be the motto of every Chris¬ 
tian. The command “tarry ye” means 
also to live on the word of life—to let 
the word of Christ dwell in us richly. 
The book of Acts is a witness of the 
fact that salvation is by the word of 
God which preaches the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Study Acts 8:4-5 and 14 and 
25 and 35, and Acts 10: 42. How 
scriptural the sermons of the early 
Christians both apostles and laymen! 
How full of direct quotations from 
the Bible! And because they held 
forth the word of Life, “many be- 
lieved on the Lord.” My Christian 
friend, is it not obvious to you that 
before you can be a power in this 
hour, the word of God must live in 
your soul? Take time to be holy, 
speak oft with thy Lord, make friends 
of God’s children and feed on His 
word! Study all the sermons and wit- 
nessing in the book of Acts to note 
how central a place the word of God 
is given as they proclaim the Christ 
of the Scriptures. 

POWER FROM ON HIGH 

In Acts 10 :44 we read: “The Holy 
Spirit fell on all them that heard the 
word.” You cannot separate the Holy 
Spirit from the Word of God. The 
Holy Spirit does not work apart from 
the finished work of Christ. When 
Christ becomes your King as well as 
your Savior so that Christ has in- 
creased in you, and you have decreas- 
ed the work of the Spirit is being ac- 
compfished in your life. As you tarry 
in His presence, and the Holy Spirit 
convicts you of your sinfulness and 
points out to you the power and right- 
eousness of Jesus, you will have pow¬ 
er from on high as you accept the 
provision of God for you. Now study 
the work of the Holy Spirit in Acts. 
You will find 53 references to the 
Holy Spirit in Acts in all the chapters 
except the following: 3, 12, 14, 17, 
18, 22 to and including 27.

LWA. Perhaps even congregations 
who have raised their “greater goal” 
would be willing to do something 
special for this cause. Let us all to¬ 
gether give this cause one last big 
boost and be finished with it in May.

Dokumentene som stadfester funnet 
er undertegnet av vaar tids første for¬ 
skere som no opholder seg i Jerusa¬ 
lem.” 

Det ble med ett saa underlig mørkt 
omkring meg. Det var som om den 
store gravsteinen la seg paa mitt 
bryst. Jeg kunne vanskelig tale. Men 
med stor møye fikk jeg stammet: “Er 
Kristus ikke opstanden, da er vaar 
forkynnelse intet, da er ogsaa eders 
tro intet . . “Ja, dette er ille for 
dere som har satt eders lit til de gamle 
sagn. For oss er dette fund av profe¬ 
ten fra Nasarets døde legeme bare et 
nytt bevis paa at den vitenskapelige 
forskning gaar sin seiersgang tross 
alt.” 

Da vaaknet jeg. Det hele var bare 
en drøm. Gud skje,lov og takk! Jeg 
kjente det som om steinen var veltet 
bort. Aa nei, hvor det var blitt lyst 
omkring meg. Solen gikk op, paas- 
kemorgenens sol, den som “slukker 
sorgen til evig tid.” 

No kunne jeg gaa glad til kirken 
for aa vitne om ham som er “lyset og 
livet i dagning blid.” Med dobbel 
fryd i sjelen gikk jeg, fordi jeg hadde 
kjent noe av hva det vil si aa ha 
steinen liggende for døren til graven.

Vi vil bare si at denne Jesus som 
er opstanden fra de døde og dermed 
veldig godtgjorde at han er Guds 
Sønn, han er svaret paa det spørsmaal 
som ikke bare ble stillet paa pinsedag 
og i fengslet i Filipi (Ap. gjr. 16:30) 
men det spørsmaal som lever og skal 
leve i menneskesjelen alle dager, 
fordi det er det store, dype og om¬ 
fattende menneskelige spørsmaal: . . 
hvad skal jeg gjøre for aa bli frelst?” 

Da du og jeg vaaknet til saa se vaai 
synd og fikk hunger etter rettfer¬ 
dighet, da spurte vi i vaart hjertes 
vaande som sjele i samme tilstand 
alltid har spurt: “Hvad skal jeg 
gjøre?” Og da fikk vi et sterkt full¬ 
tonende svar fra Guds Aand gjennom 
Skriften og vaar egen samvittighet: 
“Tro paa den Herre Jesus, saa skal 
du bli frelst . . .” 

Var det en død Jesus? Ville vi da 
ha faat et slikt svar? Umulig. Jesus 
lever. Derfor fikk vi det forsikrende 
svar. 

Saa holder vi den høie fest 
Med hjertens fryd og glede 
Og byder Herren selv til gjest, 

Med livsens lys inntrede. 


Kristi forsoningsverk 

Libefal teologi har alltid med til¬ 
slørte uttrykk søkt aa bortforklare 
det objektive i Jesu forsoningsverk. 
Lipsius er den interessanteste og selv- 
stendigste talsmann for det liberale 
synspunkt paa Jesu døds betydning. 
Den norske teolog, Dr. Ording staar 
i nær tilsluttning til Lipsium naar han 
lærer at det ikke er den soning Kris¬ 
tus har utført, som bringer oss i et. 
nytt forhold til Gud. Men dette at han 
ved sin soning har gjort det mulig for 
oss “aa sone synden, aa gjøre den god 
igjen og aa utslette den—andres syn¬ 
der og sine egne; han gjør det mulig 
for dem, og de har i ham garantien 
for at det vil lykkes.” Som vi ser 
framstilles soningen som dette aa 
møte det onde med det gode, saa 
“den urett han lider, hos ham ikke 
blir høve til ny synd, men et middel 
for det gode.” Her settes syndens 
skyld helt utenfor. Den kjennsgjern- 
ing’oversees at Kristi død brakte en 
endring i Guds forhold til slekten, 
ikke bare i slektens forhold til Gud. 
De nytestamentlige skrifter ser Kris¬ 
ti død som det offer som baade full- 
ender og avslutter de ofre for synd 
som Gud hadde foreskrevet i den 
gamle pakt. Kristi offer er det full¬ 
komne, for han er den fullkomne 
stedfortreder. Han har stedfortre¬ 
dende sonet for vaar synd. Han er 
slektens stedfortreder, og forsonin¬ 
gen ved hans død gjelder hele slek¬ 
ten. “Gud var i Kristus og forlikte 
verden med seg selv” 2 Kor. 5:19, 1 
Johs. 2 :2. 

Pakten Gud inngikk ved Kristi død 
er, at hele slekten skal faa det som 
tilhører den i Kristus. Saa sørger Gud 
for at alle mennesker skal faa høre 
“forsoningens ord.” Derfor døpes 
barnet like etter fødselen. Det skal 
faa leve i Kristus og faa det som 
Kristus vant for det ved sin død. Og 
naar mennsker likevel gaar tapt tross 
Kristi stedfortredende sonedød, saa 
er det fordi de har sagt seg løs fra 
sin stedfortreder, etter at de har hørt 
ordet om forsoningen. Det er deres 
fortapelse. Uten stedfortrederen, 
Kristus, er der ingen forsoning, ingen 
ny pakt, men bare vrede og straff. 
Skriften sier at det no er bare en synd 
som bringer mennesket en evig for¬ 
tapelse, den nemlig at det ikke vil tro 
paa stedfortrederen, Johs. 3:18, 36; 
16:9.

SYND OG FORLATELSE 

Dette var ikke den første urett og 
feiltakelse romersk rettferdighet 
hadde gjort. Andre uskyldige menn 
hadde blitt korsfestet og protestert 
med leber hovnet av smerte.

That each Ladies 
Aid set aside at least one meeting a 
year for the cause of Temperance.

Aid subscribe to the “White Ribbon 
Tidings” for program material. (Ad- 
dress — Business Mgr. II Prince 
Arthur Ave., Toronto 5.) 4. Circuit 
Presidents are requested to visit all 
Aids at least once a year, also cail 
a Workers’ Conference annuallv. 5. 
That we ask for five two-minute spot 
announcements featuring the WMF 
Departments over CFRN and CFCN. 
6. That we send a contribution of $75 
to the Shepherd. 7. Circuit Presi¬ 
dents are asked to notify Ladies’ Aids 
to send all monies (except for News 
Bulletin) to N.L.C.C. Luther Semin- 
ary, Saskatoon, Sask.

“Blessed are the meek; for they 
shall inherit the earth.” Matthew 5: 
5. Jesus speaks to His disciples. He 
calls those blessed who are consid- 
ered unfortunate in the eyes of the 
world. Men see what is on the sur- 
face, but the Lord sees deep into 
men’s hearts and lives. The world 
seems to say, “Blessed are the strong 
who can hold their own,” but Christ 
says, “Blessed are the meek.” This 
quality of meekness or humility is a 
feature of the life of the kingdom of 
God. Without humility there may be 
success but never greatness. It is the 
fruit of the spirit. 

But you ask, “What is Christian 
meekness?” Christian meekness may 
be found in those “who resign their 
all to the will of God, and who, with¬ 
out anger and resentment, tolerate 
those who harm them or cause them 
personal offense. The meek remain 
calm and unruffled when others are 
easily aroused; they do not seek re- 
venge but forgive from a loving 
heart.” Do not confuse meekness with 
weakness. If we submit our wills to 
His divine will, then meekness is re- 
flected in our attitude toward others. 
When we keep our temper in check, 
when we are.wronged or abused, we 
show no resentment, and when we 
remain calm and poised when others 
are upset and agitated, then we are 
on the way to meekness and victory. 
Having this “terrible meekness,” as 
E. Stanley Jones calls it, we are con- 
strained to go out to serve, “to over¬ 
come evil with good.” Christ who was 
perfect meekness, threw the money 
changers out of the temple when they 
became corrupt. So we, who seek to 
follow Him, must be militant in our 
attitude toward public evils. We must 
be robed in the meekness that over- 
comes.” 

What is the source of this meek¬ 
ness? When we experience “poverty 
of spirt” and “mourning,” we are 
led to the Cross of Christ. Then, too, 
we must have open minds, willing to 
be guided and molded by the Holy 
Spirit. We must become like little 
children and learn of Him. 

The promise in this Beatitude has 
a double reference since it applies to 
the present as well as to the future. 
Outwardly the earth belongs to the 
strong — the persons who shove, 
push, and step on everyone’s feet. 
However, the meek who inherit the 
earth are those who possess a peace- 
fulness of heart and so possess them- 
selves. The child of God is the real 
ruler of the world. The promise is 
also for the future. “Blessed is the 
man who endures trial, for when he 
has stood the test he will receive the 
crown of life which God has promised 
to those who love Him.” James 1:12.

There are three letters in all that 
have been out to the Ladies’ Aids of 
Canada in 1947. You may wonder 
“Why so many?” Well, you see, it’s 
this way. Of the first two that came 
together, the one was a reminder 
sheet, and the other an urgent plea 
by our treasurer for more help for the 
Circuit and District treasuries. The 
other letter was an explanation of the 
Women’s Missionary Federation, just 
to make it easier for some of the 
women to understand how it works.

You 
see the real reason we need more is 
because we have asked every Circuit 
president to make arrangements to 
visit your Aid. Yes, all the others too, 
before the summer fairly begins. If 
she cannot reach you herself, she is 
to call on some of her other officers 
to help. In this way we hope to pre- 
pare the way for the Workers’ Con- 
ferences to be held in each Circuit in 
the spring when Miss Alice Sanne of 
head Office, will be our guest. 5. Did 
you hear the WMF “Spot” announce- 
ment on Charities and Self-Denial in 
February? It was given over your 
Lutheran Hour station. Watch for 
more of these “Spot” announcements; 
in May it will be on Life Membership 
and In Memoriam. In July on Promo¬ 
tion; September, on Missions and 
Mission Boxes; November, on Chris¬ 
tian Education and Thank Offering. 

Another item of interest about 
radio is that Mrs. Lavik is trying to 
assemble data and start a history of 
our radio work in Canada. 6. Oh, yes, 
have you tried sending your WMF 
money to Saskatoon? We are per- 
mitted to do that now. Even the News 
Bulletin money may be sent there 
now because 50 cents is so small a 
sum for us to send at one time to head 
Office, and they cannot cash our little 
25-cent stamps or postal stickers 
there. 

Finally, I want to join with your 
editor in a plea for news items. This 
is your page. It costs a lot of money. 
We want to make it up to date, inter- 
esting and inspiring. We want to 
glorify the Lord through it. We want 
to publicize our WMF through it. 
You’11 help us won’t you? Tell us 
what your Circuits are doing. Tell us 
of some special occasion in your La¬ 
dies’ Aid. But make your news brief. 
We can’t be too long-winded or oth¬ 
ers won’t get a chance! And also, 
send in your news before it gets old 
or stale.
